2. WHILE NOT AT ALL PUBLICIZED, TALKS ON EMIGRATION AND 
OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS QUESTIONS HAD BEEN CARRIED ON PRIOR TO 
SCHMIDT VISIT IN BONN AND IN BUCHAREST BETWEEN ERG STATE 
SECRETARY GUENTHER VAN WELL AND VASILE BUNGAN, HEAD OF 
CEAUSESCU'S GROUP OF COUNSELORS. IN BUCHAREST SCHMIDT 
AND CEAUSESCU DISCUSSED EMIGRATION DURING TETE-A-TETE 
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LASTING OVER TWO HOURS. WHIT E THERE WAS NO AGREEMENT 
AND NO WRITTEN UNDERSTANDIHG CONCERNING NUMBERS, SCHMIDT'S 
EXPECTATION IS THAT ERG WILL NOT BE DISAPPOINTED BY FUTURE 
ROMANIAN PEREORMANCE. MOST RECENT ANNUAL FIGURE EOR 
EMIGRATION TO ERG WAS BETWEEN 10 AND 1 1,000, THE

2. WHILE NOT AT ALL PUBLICIZED, TALKS ON EMIGRATION AND 
OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS QUESTIONS HAD BEEN CARRIED ON PRIOR TO 
SCHMIDT VISIT IN BONN AND IN BUCHAREST BETWEEN FRG STATE 
SECRETARY GUENTHER VAN WELL AND VASILE BUNGAN, HEAD OF 
CEAUSESCU'S GROUP OF COUNSELORS. IN BUCHAREST SCHMIDT 
AND CEAUSESCU DISCUSSED EMIGRATION DURING TETE-A-TETE 
LASTING OVER TWO HOURS. WHILE THERE WAS NO AGREEMENT 
AND NO WRITTEN UNDERSTANDIHG CONCERNING NUMBERS, SCHMIDT'S 
EXPECTATION IS THAT FRG WILL NOT BE DISAPPOINTED BY FUTURE 
ROMANIAN PERFORMANCE. MOST RECENT ANNUAL FIGURE FOR 
EMIGRATION TO FRG WAS BETWEEN 10 AND 1 1,000, THE 
HIGHEST FIGURE SINCE DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WERE ESTABLISHED
